Sir, 

I have a patent entitled "Lift Generation by Counter-Rotating Line Vortices," Its 
Patent Number is: 5954295. 

It was with interest that read a letter from the Patent Office stating that my petition 
to accept delayed payment of the maintenance fee was "dismissed." I never 
submitted a petition for that purpose. It appears that I am being confused with 
someone else. And I am not submitting one now. 

I am paying the surcharge and whatever is left of any other fees due. As I agreed 
with the USPTO finance department associated attorney. 

When I sent in my 3 rd maintenance fee of $2055 for my patent I also sent along a $50 
payment on a $1640. promissory note that I hand included with the paper work for 
the maintenance fee. That $50 dollars is still in the USPTO's possession. 

That was not a petition to the USPTO to accept delayed payment of maintenance 
fees. It was a delayed payment on the maintenance fee. 

On January 27, 2012 at about 12:30 PM I talked to an attorney associated with the 
Patent Office's Finance Group to discuss the amount of money that I need to remit to 
the Patent and Trademark Office to take care of the $1640. surcharge on the 11 Vi 
or 12 year maintenance fee on my patent. 

The ultimate resolution of the issue that was arrived at was this: 

Eleven and Half Year Fee $ 2350.00 

Surcharge Fee $ 1640.00 

Total Demanded Fee $ 4005.00

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Remaining Fees due

The maintenance fee was sent by USPS Express Mail at 4:47 PM on September 25, 
2011 using USPS Express Mail tracking form number: EG 961014881 US. That was 1 
day before the surcharge fee of $1640 and the maintenance fee was set to rise from 
$2055. to $2350. 

"An inch is as good as a mile" as the saying goes. That is especially true when using 
the USPS's Express Mail service. 

Since the fee and the paper work was sent to the Director of the USPS using Express 
Mail the effective filing of the paper work was September 25, 2011, and the 
maintenance fee on my patent of $2055 was locked in as was the surcharge fee at 
$1640. 

With regard to my response to the patent revival demand letter I am remitting the 
balance of the $4005. fee that was demanded for the revival. That balance is $1900 
as stated above and thus retiring the shortage claimed in the attached copy of the 
letter that was sent by the USPS. 

The attorney that I talked to on September 27, 2012 told me that $1900 was the fee 
needed for revival of the patent and that is what I have remitted. 

I would point out also that $2350 is not applicable because the maintenance fee was 
remitted while the fees was yet $2055. 

If the issue of timeliness of the maintenance fee arises, one needs only inquire of the 
US government as to its schedule of its remittance to me. That money paid to me by 
the government that ended up getting to me one day too late for timely remittance. 
No fancy lawyers are needed to ascertain the source of the funds and the date that 
they were dispersed. 

Another point is this: I paid the surcharge fee to the USPS when it was yet $65 
dollars. It apparently kicked it back apparently in the hopes that it might get a larger 
fee later. 

What counts with regards to the fees paid is the dates when they were paid and 
when the paperwork was filed. Rejecting the surcharge because at the time it just 
wasn't yet large enough to suit the "back room" isn't a good enough reason for 
rejecting it

This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.378(c), filed September 25, 2011, to accept the 
delayed payment of a maintenance fee for the above-identified patent.

The petition for reconsideration must include the lacking item(s) 
noted below, since, after a decision on the petition for reconsideration, no further reconsideration 
or review of the matter will be undertaken by the Commissioner. 

A petition to accept the unintentionally delayed payment of a maintenance fee under 
35 U.S.C. § 41(c) and 37 CFR 1.378(c) must be accompanied by: (1) a statement that the delay 
was unintentional; (2) payment of the appropriate maintenance fee, unless previously submitted; 
(3) payment of the surcharge set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(i)(2). This petition lacks items (2) and (3) 
listed above. 

With regards to items (2) and (3), petitioner has submitted $2,105.00 towards the required 
$2,365.00 small entity eleven and a half year maintenance fee and required $1,640.00 surcharge, 
thus creating a shortage of $1,900.00. Therefore, as stated above a $400.00 petition fee is also ' 
required for any petition for reconsideration, bringing the total to $2300.00. Additionally, it 
should be noted that the new fee schedule became effective September 26, 2011.
